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BIG SEASONAL RISES IN RETAIL CLOTHING SALES 


ETURNS FOR September from department stores, multiple 
shops and co-operative societies as well as from independent 
retailers confirm that the autumn buying season for apparel 


began earlier this year than usual. Furniture and hardware sales 
also rose seasonally, but although sales were at a much higher level 
than in previous years, the rises here compared with August were no 
more than normal. Other non-food items showed no outstanding 
movements and food sales were steady, though at a level about 
12 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 

While the independent shops reported a slightly greater expansion 
in apparel sales compared with August than large-scale shops as a 
whole, they did not, except in the case of men’s and boys’ wear, 
reach that achieved by department stores and co-operative societies ; 
only multiple shops did not show the except.onal rise over August in 
the level of apparel sales, their seasonal movement being almost the 
same as in the previous year. Compared with a year earlier, 
however, the multiples were still well ahead of the other types of 
shops. 

Sales by large-scale shops of women’s, etc. wear were higher by 
29 per cent. over the year and those of men’s wear by 36 per cent., 
the corresponding rises reported by independent drapers and men’s 
wear shops being 21 per cent. and 35 per cent., respectively. Foot- 
wear sales also showed very equal rises of 17 per cent. for large- 
scale and 19 per cent. for independent shops. In the furniture and 
furnishings group, the independents reported a slightly greater rise 
(23 per cent.) than the large-scale organizations (19 per cent.), while 
in hardware, electrical and radio the position was reversed, the 
independent traders’ sales having risen by less than half as much as 
the large shops. Chemists’ wares and books and stationery, which 
normally have different seasonal movements in the two samples, 
were 10 per cent. and 1 per cent., respectively, higher in the case 
of large-scale shops, while the independents showed no change in 
sales by chemists and an increase of 3 per cent. for newsagents, etc. 
Consequently, cumulative sales in the large-scale shops of all 


these categories as well as in the clothing group, were higher than a 
year earlier. Figures in some of the miscellaneous groups were 
still below those for the corresponding period of last year. Although 
the rises for the independents were smaller than in the large-scale 
organizations, in none of the categories was turnover for February— 
September less than a year earlier. 

As the Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices 
showed changes of less than 1 per cent. in the appropriate groups 
over the month and less than 2 per cent. over the year, there was a 
considerably greater volume of apparel and household goods 
purchased than in September last year. In the case of food, how- 
ever, a substantial proportion, probably about one-half, of the 
increased value of turnover was due to higher prices. 


Big Seasonal Rise in Apparel Sales 

In the department stores and co-operative societies as well as in 
the independent shops apparel sales showed a much bigger seasonal 
rise than usual. ‘The multiple shops in the sample reported a more 
normal movement compared with August. The large-scale 
retailers as a whole increased their sales by 30 per cent. over the 
month to about the same percentage above the figure for September 
1949 ; the multiples still showed the biggest rises, both in turnover 
for the month and for the trading year to date, compared with a 
year earlier, but the movements for the different types of shops were 
less dissimilar than for some time. 

Disparities in the monthly movements for women’s and children’s 
wear in the different shops were even more striking than for other 
apparel items. ‘They showed a 50 per cent. rise in both department 
stores and co-operative societies (independent drapers’ sales went 
up 38 per cent.); the multiple shops increased their turnover by only 
13 per cent. In consequence, although the multiples still make 
easily the best showing compared with a year earlier—26 per cent. 
up for the eight months—cumulative sales in department stores for 
February-September were as high as a year earlier, and in co- 
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operative stores they were well up. For men’s and boys’ wear the 
picture was very similar for the trading year to date, though here 
increases over the month were somewhat smaller in the department 
stores and in the co-operative stores, while sales in the multiple shops 
were the same as in August. Compared with September 1949 rises 
were very even and the 36 per cent. increase for the large-scale 
retailers as a whole was very close to the figure (35 per cent.) for the 
independents. Movements in footwear showed less disparity over 
the month and compared with 1949 were similar in all shops.

There are, however, sub- 
stantial differences in the goods sold under the same headings by the two types 
of retailer, particularly in the last four categories, 


Among the sub-categories, sales of women’s underwear by the 
large-scale retailers were nearly 40 per cent. up compared with August, 
bringing the cumulative sales a fifth higher than for February-Sept- 
ember 1949. The increases for the month were about the same for 
women’s outerwear and girls’ and children’s wear and here as well as 
for stockings and socks cumulative turnover was more than a tenth 
higher than a year earlier. Although sales of dress materials rose by 
over 50 per cent. over the month to a figure 13 per cent. higher than in 
September 1949, cumulative sales were still 4 per cent. less than a 
year earlier. 

There were no falls, compared with September 1949, in any of the 
regional figures, but there were some wide differences in the size of 
the increases. Rises in Scotland and the North-East were below 
average in all categories and sub-categories of apparel, and only in 
two of these did the increase in the Midlands and South Wales area 
reach the average for the whole country. 


Apparel Stocks Steady 

Stocks of apparel at the end of September were at about the same 
in value as a month before, a fall of 1 point in the index being due to 
a slight decline in the case of footwear. Stocks of women’s and 
children’s wear and of men’s and boys’ wear were slightly higher than 
at the end of August. Compared with September 1949, the only 
falls recorded were in respect of women’s and children’s wear, stocks 
of which as a whole were down by 4 per cent. ; women’s outerwear 
stocks were lower by 17 per cent., and of girls’ and children’s wear 
by 1 per cent. Women’s stockings and socks and underwear, how- 
ever, showed increases of 12 per cent. and 10 per cent., respectively, 
while dress materials were also higher over the year by 5 per cent. 

As in recent months, footwear stocks continued to show the greatest 
increase over the year, and were 15 per cent. higher than at the end 
of September 1949, Those of men’s and boys’ wear, which rose by 
only 2 per cent., have been showing for several months steadily 
smaller increases compared with the previous year. 


Household Goods 
Turnover in household goods rose by 15 per cent. compared with 
August, the seasonal movements in sales of both furniture and 
furnishings and hardware, electrical and radio (16 per cent. and 
13 per cent., respectively) being similar to those recorded last year. 
This increase, however, starting from a level much higher than in the 
corresponding month of 1949, raised sales of furniture and furnishings 
to a figure higher by 19 per cent., than in September last year, the 
sub-category of furnishing fabrics and household textiles showing the 
greatest increase (26 per cent.). Sales in hardware, electrical and 
radio departments rose by 16 per cent. over the year, the big influence

of radio etc. sales being shown by the modest increase of only 9 per 
cent. in the figures for hardware only. Stocks of furniture and 
furnishings were 10 per cent. higher in value than at the end of 
September last year, while hardware, electrical and radio stocks were 
up by only 3 per cent. 


Chemists’ Wares 
‘ 


Chemists’ wares sales rose by 2 per cent. over August and were 
10 per cent. higher than in September 1949. The value of stocks at 
the end of the month compared with a year earlier showed a much 
smaller increase (8 per cent.) than that recorded in recent months. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


Among the other goods for which no index numbers are calculated, 


sales of musical instruments and music were higher by 6 per cent. and 
those of books and stationery by 1 per cent. than a year earlier. 
Turnover in jewellery, leather and miscellaneous fancy goods, and 
sports and cycles, however, was lower by 4 per cent. and 1 per cent., 
respectively. ‘The only appreciable increase in stocks over the year 
was in respect of sports and cycles (20 per cent.); those of musical 
instruments and music were up by about 8 per cent., but falls of 6 
per cent. were recorded for the other two categories. 


Food and Perishables 


Sales of food and perishables in September showed little change 
from the levels of recent months, the increase of 12 per cent. compared 
with a year earlier being the same as that recorded in August. Fruit, 
vegetables and flowers was the only category (except for sales in 
cafés and restaurants) which declined over the year and the 8 per cent. 
fall was probably partly due to lower prices. The movements in 
sales followed generally the same trend as previously, except in the 
cases of fresh meat and milk, where rationing changes have affected 
the comparisons. ‘The increase of 15 per cent. recorded for the 
former was much smaller than in previous months, while sales of 
fresh milk, which was rationed in September 1949, have gone up by 
14 per cent. Sweets and chocolate continued to show the greatest 
expansion (51 per cent.), while sales of groceries and provisions and 
bakery were higher by 15 per cent. and 17 per cent., respectively. 
Cumulative sales were still lower than a year earlier in the four 
wines, etc., fish, poultry and game, fruit, etc., and

Restrictions on Non-Wool 


U-Upholstery Cloths Removed 


N ORDER which will remove the existing restrictions on the 

supply and use of cotton, rayon and linen utility upholstery cloths 
comes into operation on November 13. 

Hitherto, such cloths could only be used in the manufacture of 
utility furniture. This Order makes it possible for them now to be 
used in the re-covering or repair of any furniture, and also in the 
making up of goods to the order of a retail customer after the cloth 
has been supplied to that customer. 

The restriction on the supply of wool upholstery cloth (specifica- 
tion number 110) has not been removed. 

The new Order is The Upholstery Cloth (Utility) (Amendment 
No. 8) Order, 1950 (S.I. 1950 No. 1785 price 1d., by post 2d.). 
Copies are obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2 and branches or through any bookseller or news- 
agent. 


Purchase Tax Announcements 


/ ITH REFERENCE to Item G.8 of Notice No. 78a the Commis- 
sioners of Customs and Excise wish to emphasize that the 33 in. 

chest measurement of the fully-stretched garment there referred to is 
the absolute limit of the exemption and tax must be paid in all cases 
where this measurement is exceeded by however small an amount. 

They desire further to emphasize that this item refers only to 
frocks which when worn are of ankle-length. They under- 
stand that in the case of young children the normal ankle-length 
frock which measures 33 in. chest has a corresponding measurement 
of 13 to 14 in. from the centre shoulder to the natural waist line. 
Traders who consider that 33 in. chest frocks not corresponding with 
this vertical measurement should nevertheless be regarded as exempt 
from tax as young children’s ankle-length garments, should consult 
the local Customs Officer before delivering the goods without pay- 
ment of tax. 
Polythene Bags 

In consultation with the British Plastics Federation the Commis- 
sioners of Customs and Excise have decided that, for an experimental 
period of six months, bags made wholly of Polythene film, not 
exceeding -002 of an inch in thickness, may be regarded as outside 
the scope of Group 23 of the Purchase Tax Schedule and as not 
chargeable with tax. 

Polythene bags exceeding ‘002 of an inch in thickness remain 
chargeable with tax at the rate of 66% per cent. of the wholesale value 
under Group 23(a) of the Schedule. 


Cotton Board Delegation to Visit India 


THE Cotton Board announce that a delegation is flying to India 
at the end of this month for a meeting extending over a few days with 
representatives of the Indian cotton industry. The delegation will 
consist of Sir Raymond Streat, Mr. L. F. Cockcroft, Mr. H. Haygarth 
Jackson, Mr. E. Thornton, Mr. F. S. Winterbottom, Mr. J. Broatch, 
Mr. R. Robson and a representative of the Spinning Section yet to be 
appointed. 

The visit, which has been in prospect for some time past, is taking 
place in response to an invitation from the Chairman of the Bombay 
Millowners’ Association. It is the accepted policy of the Cotton 
Board and the Cotton Board’s Standing Conference on Overseas 
Trade Policy to take opportunities as they arise of exchanging views 
with the representatives of cotton industries in other countries on 
the problems of world trade in cotton textiles. The present invitation 
from India affords an opportunity for such an exchange of views. 


Cotton Yarn Production Sustained 
PRODUCTION of 21-84 million Ibs. of cotton, spun rayon and 
mixture yarns in the week ended October 21 equalled the post-war 
record established in the previous week. 

Total production for the 42 weeks ended October 21 was 844-75 
million Ibs., against 791-00 million Ibs. in the corresponding period 
last year. 

The number of operatives at work in the week ended October 21 
increased to 110,770, compared with 110,740 in the previous week. 


New Utility Cloths for Children’s 


Heavy Outerwear 


OLLOWING CONSULTATION with the industry the Board 

of Trade have decided to schedule for children’s heavy outerwear 
all the wool cloths now permitted for the manufacture of women’s 
heavy outerwear. The cloths now specified for children’s wear but 
not included for women’s wear will continue to be scheduled as at 
present. 

The cloths will also be grouped as was recently done in the case 
of women’s wear, the prices for each group being based on the 
appropriate existing prices. In the case of garments made from 
cloths more expensive than those now included in Schedule I.G.5 
allowances will be made to cover the higher cost. 

All types of garments now included in Schedule I.G.5 are affected 
by these arrangements with the exception of blazers, for which cloths 
No. 209D and No. 209/1 are to be added, and siren suits and lumber 
jacket and breechette sets (items Nos. 4 and 5 in Schedule 1.G.5) for 
which the most expensive cloths will not be scheduled. 


National Radio Show in 1951 


HE 18th (British) National Radio Show is to be held at Earls 

Court, London, from August 28 to September 8, 1951, the first day 
being reserved for distinguished visitors, overseas buyers and the 
Press. 

The Radio Industry Council, whose exhibition organizing committee 
is already planning the exhibition, state that the show will include 
British radio, television and electronic equipment of all kinds, as well 
as valves and components. The B.B.C. will co-operate in demon- 
strations and performances of television from a large and fully equipped 
studio in the exhibition hall. 

Over 3,000 applications for invitations have already been received 
from 44 countries abroad and an unusually large overseas attendance 
is expected. 


Hotel and Transport Furnishings 
THE FIFTH in the series of small exhibitions of contemporary 
design to be staged at the Council of Industrial Design’s headquarters 
will show Hotel and Transport Furnishings. The Chairman of the 
British Overseas Airways Corporation, Sir Miles Thomas, will open 
the exhibition at 11.30 a.m. on Wednesday, November 22. 

The display will include hotel furniture, furnishing fabrics, light 
fittings, wall finishes and floor coverings. ‘The photographs will show 
a variety of decoration and furnishing schemes for hotels, ships, 
railway coaches and road and air transport, as well as a range of well- 
designed equipment such as a mobile cocktail bar, plastic self-service 
trays, heating appliances and light fittings. 


Valve Manufacturing Team to Visit 


United States 
A PRODUCTIVITY TEAM representing the steel, iron and non- 
ferrous valve manufacturing industry arranged to leave this week 


to study the industry in the United States. _I ts visit has been arranged 
by the Anglo-American Council on Productivity under the Technical 
Assistance provisions of the Marshall Aid programme. It is an 
unusually youthful team, the average age of its 15 members, re- 
presentative of management, technicians and operatives, being 36 
years. The leader is Mr. K. M. Leach, managing director of the 
Audiey Engineering Co. Ltd., Newport, Shropshire.

The Rearmament Sub-Committee will be 
small in numbers and will meet informally as required. 
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High Clothing and Furniture Sales in September 


Vs SUBSTANTIAL increases in turnover compared with the 
previous month were reported in September by the independent 

retailers of apparel and household goods who send returns 
monthly to the Board of Trade. Their sales were about as high as 
the autumn peaks reached last year in October. These upward 
movements were considerably greater than the seasonal rises which 
occurred between August and September in recent years and confirm 
that autumn buying began very early this year. This also caused 
the increases compared with September 1949 to be very big and, as 
the table below shows, they contrasted strongly with the modest 


rises for the first eight months of the trading year. 


Women’s wear sales and bespoke tailoring showed the greatest 
expansions over August (about one-third in both cases), while sales by 
boot and shoe retailers were up by over a quarter and those of men’s 
outfitters by a fifth. Turnover in both furniture and radio and 
electrical shops was about a quarter higher than in August. With the 
exception of the footwear shops, retailers of all these types of goods 
reported increases of more than 20 per cent. compared with a year 
earlier; bespoke tailors showed outstanding results with a rise of

but sales by jewellers’ and chemists’ shops were lower than in last 
August and unchanged compared with September 1949. 


Higher Apparel Sales 


Turnover in independent drapers’ and women’s wear shops in 
September was higher than in any previous month of this year; a 
sharp rise of 38 per cent. from the August figure raised sales 21 per 
cent. above September 1949. For the first seven months of the 
trading year drapers’ sales were 3 per cent. lower than in 1949, but 
the greatly improved September results brought cumulative sales to 
the same level as in the corresponding period of 1949. 

Sales of women’s wear by large-scale shops were 34 per cent. 
higher than in August and 29 per cent. above those of a year earlier. 
Multiple shops showed the least expansion (13 per cent.) over the 
month while rises of 50 per cent. were reported by both department 
stores and co-operative societies. Compared with a year earlier, 
however, multiples were outstanding with an increase of 42 per cent., 
compared with those of 22 per cent. and 27 per cent. respectively for 
department stores and co-operative societies. 

Men’s wear shops also experienced a considerable expansion in 
trade, bespoke tailors reporting an increase of 32 per cent. over the 
month and of 41 per cent. compared with a year ago, while the 
corresponding rises in sales by outfitters were 20 per cent. and 30 
per cent. respectively. The trading year figures continued to show 
a more favourable comparison for the tailoring business for which an 
increase of 7 per cent. was reported; sales by outfitters, on the other 
hand, have risen by only 4 per cent. compared with February- 
September 1949. Footwear sales by independent retailers were up 
on the month by 29 per cent., and 19 per cent. above the level of 
September 1949. There was a slight falling off in the trade of these 
shops, compared with 1949, in the earlier months of the year, and 
consequently cumulative sales for the trading year to date were only 
2 per cent. higher than during February-September last year. 

The three types of large-scale shops reported similar increases 
compared with a year earlier in sales of men’s and boys’ wear, which 
rose as a whole by 36 per cent. The rise in turnover in footwear 
(17 per cent.) over the year also was evenly distributed between the 
various outlets. 


Household Goods 


Furniture dealers, whose sales this year have been consistently 
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above those in the same months of 1949, received a further stimulus 
from the ge neral wave of buying; the value of their trade in September, 
which was 22 per cent. higher than in August and 23 per cent. above 
that of a year earlier, reached the highest level reported since October 
1949. The increase in cumulative sales for the trading year to date 
was 12 percent. Sales of furniture by large-scale shops were 16 per 
cent. higher than in August and 19 per cent. above the level of 
September 1949. 

Total sales by independent hardware, electrical and radio shops 
were 12 per cent. higher than in August and 6 per cent. above those 
of September 1949. The electrical and radio specialists reported a 
recovery from the seasonally low trade in August, sales in September 
being up by about 24 per cent. compared both with the previous 
month and a year earlier. During the period February-September, 
total hardware sales were 3 per cent. and those of radio specialists 
13 per cent. higher than in the same months of last year. 

Trade by large-scale hardware, electrical and radio shops rose in 
September by 13 per cent.; compared with a year earlier, total sales 
were up by 16 per cent., the sub-division for hardware showing an 
increase of 9 per cent. 


Other Retail Categories 


Independent booksellers, stationers and newsagents reported little 
change in the general level of business, which showed a seasonal rise 
of 5 per cent. compared with August; cumulative sales, as in recent 
months, were 3 per cent. higher than in the corresponding period of 
last year. Sales by independent jewellers were 7 per cent. lower than 
in August, but the value of their trade in September and also in the 
eight months February-September was the same as in February- 
September, 1949. Chemists’ shops also experienced lower sales during 
September, though these remained at the same level as a year earlier; 
cumulative sales, however, were 2 per cent. higher than in 1949. 
Independent retailers of toys, sports and leather goods, as well as 
motor and cycle dealers, garages, etc., reported no change in the value 
of their trade between August and September. While the former 
types of shops have shown no appreciable differences in the value of 
sales compared with last year, the latter establishments have expanded 
their cumulative sales by 6 per cent. 

Large-scale chemists’ sales were 2 per cent. higher than in August 
and 10 per cent. above those of September 1949. Turnover in 
jewellery, leather and miscellaneous fancy goods and in sports and 
cycles, however, was lower by 4 per cent. and 1 per cent., respectively, 
than a year earlier. 
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Fifth G.A.T.T. Session Opens 
at Torquay 


THE FIFTH Session of the Contracting Parties to the General 

Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (G.A.T.T.), which is being held 
at Torquay concurrently with the tariff negotiations between the 
countries concerned, was opened on Thursday, November 2, by 
Mr. Dana L. Wilgress, Chairman of the Contracting Parties. 

The size and scope of the conference were well indicated by 
Mr. Wilgress when he said : 

“This promises to be the most important session we have held 
since the conclusion of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
three years ago almost to the day. ‘The number, variety and com- 
plexity of the items proposed for inclusion in the provisional agenda 
indicate clearly the value which governments attach to our deliber- 
ations as an opportunity for discussion of the problems confronting 
world trade. 


** As a result of the periodical meetings which are required under 
the terms of the Agreement the sessions of the Contracting Parties 
have become the sole existing international forum for the discussion 
of commercial policy questions on a world-wide basis. . . . Together 
with the Contracting Parties and the observers the number of govern- 
ments which can take part in our proceedings is 44 and besides there 
are observers from three international agencies.”’ 

Mr. Wilgress remarked further : 

“It is encouraging to see that a number of contracting parties have 
proposed items for inclusion in the agenda designed to bring about a 
settlement of difficulties which have arisen in their relations with 
other contracting parties. I am sure you will all agree that it is a 
constructive step that our sessions are being used as a means for the 
examination of difficulties which arise from time to time in the conduct 
of world trade. This shows the value of having a code of good 
conduct and a forum in which the application of this code can be 
discussed. Other items on our provisional agenda concern the 
administration of the General Agreement. It is natural that, with 
the increase in our numbers and the changing trend in world trade, 
the administration of the General Agreement should become more 
complex.”’

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Import and Export Prices in August 


HE INDEX number of total import prices in August was one 

point higher than in July at 135 per cent. of the 1947 average. 
The index for food, drink and tobacco imports remained at the July 
level (125), an increase in cocoa prices being offset by seasonal re- 
ductions for fruit and vegetables. Raw materials import prices 
showed a further increase of three points to 157 per cent. of the 1947 
average, the most important individual increases being for cotton 
and rubber; the index for manufactured goods increased from 124 
to 126 (1947 = 100). 

The index of total export prices remained at the July figure of 121 
(1947 = 100). Prices of manufactured goods were again 19 per 
cent. above the 1947 level and the index numbers for each of the 
three main subdivisions of manufactured goods also showed no change 
compared with July.

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Supplies of Consumer Goods to the Home Market 





Seasonal Decline in Supplies 
During August 


IGURES of supplies of consumer goods to the home market for 
August show the usual seasonal influences. The weight of im- 
ported tobacco entered for home consumption during August rose 
by a seventh compared with July and was 1 per cent. higher than a 
year earlier. Prams and folders fell by a sixth over the month 
while push chairs were down by almost a third, compared with a 
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year earlier both of these categories were down by more than 
two-fifths. 

Total supplies of pedal cycles during August were a seventh lower 
than in July, adults’ machines being a fifth less but juveniles up by a 
tenth. Compared with August 1949, total deliveries were 6 per cent. 
lower, adults’ cycles being down by 7 per cent. and juveniles by 2 per 
cent. 

Supplies of bedding for the home market during the three months 
June to August were lower than during the previous three months; 
the total number of mattresses was 1 per cent. down but there were 
2 per cent. more of the utility types; bolsters were down by 8 per 
cent. and pillows by 4 per cent. Supplies of mattresses were 3 per 
cent. higher than during June to August 1949, utility types rising by 
5 per cent.; supplies of bolsters fell by nearly a fifth while pillows 
rose by 1 per cent., when compared with the corresponding period 
of last year.

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Trade of Wholesale Textile Houses 


. . . 
Big Rise in Sales 
L'THOUGH SEPTEMBER is normally a month of increased 
sales in the wholesale textile trade, this year the rise was unusually 
large, total sales rising by two-thirds above the August figures. 
Sales of women’s and children’s wear were almost two-thirds up, 
of men’s and boys’ wear were nearly three-quarters higher and sales 
of piece-goods over a half greater. Export sales rose by a seventh. 


Compared with a year earlier, total sales during September were 
nearly a fifth higher, women’s ‘and children’s wear being up by a 
fifth and men’s and boys’ wear by a quarter. Of the women’s wear 
group, knitted outerwear and knitted underwear (excluding locknit) 
each rose by over a half, girls’ and children’s wear by a quarter and 
underwear (other than knitted) by 22 per cent. Both household 
textiles and dress materials rose by about a fifth. Furnishings were 
up by more than a quarter and the miscellaneous group of goods by over 
a third. The only category not to show a rise was gloves, which 
showed a fall of 5 per cent. 





The total value of the cumulative sales foi the nine months January 
to September was nearly 2 per cent. higher than for the same period 
of 1949. Household textiles, dress materials and men’s and boys’ 
wear all rose by about a tenth, but total women’s wear fell by 3 per 
cent. Knitted outerwear—up by 16 per cent.—and underwear, 
other than knitted—up by 4 per cent.—were the only two classes of 
women’s wear to show rises, the remainder falling by between 1 and 
16 per cent. 

The value of stocks at the end of September was lower than at the 
end of August. ‘Total stocks were down by 7 per cent., those of 
men’s and boys’ wear by 5 per cent., of women’s and children’s wear 
by 9 per cent. and of piece-goods by 10 per cent. Compared with 
the end of September 1949, however, total stocks had risen by more 
than a quarter in value; both dress materials and men’s and boys’ 
wear had risen by over a third, women’s wear by more than a quarter 
and household textiles by about a sixth.

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Pattern of Timber Consumption in the United Kingdom 


HE Board of Trade has prepared the following estimates of the 

quantities of softwood, hardwood and plywood, respectively, 
consumed by various industry groups in the United Kingdom since 
the end of the war. It is emphasized that the figures contained in 
the following tables do riot purport to be more than estimates; they 
are based upon licensing information held by the Department. It is 
believed, however, that they give a fairly accurate general picture of 
the pattern of timber consumption in this country since 1946. 

The figures bring up to date, so far as is at present possible, those 
contained in similar tables in the Keith Price Report (Report of the 
Committee appointed to consider the United Kingdom’s probable 
Requirements and Supplies of Timber and Plywood 1949 to 1953: 
H.M.S.O. 1948) though the consumption categories do not exactly 
correspond. No analysis of the consumption of hardwood in 1949 
is possible because, early in that year, most types of hardwood were 
released from consumer licensing. 

Needless to say, the pattern revealed in these tables does not 
necessarily correspond to the pattern that would ensue were all 
United Kingdom consumers able freely to purchase timber up to the 
limit of their requirements. Nor is it possible to compare, even in 
the most general terms, the pattern revealed here with an analysis of 
consumption before the war. It is a regrettable fact that no adequate 
statistics exist indicating the consumption of timber before the war by 
various industries or between end uses.

Revised North Atlantic Freight Rates 


HE CANADIAN North Atlantic Westbound Freight Conference 

and the North Atlantic Westbound Freight Association have 
announced that increased operating costs have necessitated revisions 
in Conference tariff rates on westbound traffic to Eastern Canada and 
United States ports respectively.

Exporters wil] appreciate the importance of advising their North 
American customers as soon as possible of any alterations in their 
c.i.f. prices which are likely to follow the revision of the freight 
charges.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


THURSDAY NOVEMBER 2 


Effect of Increased Raw Wool Prices 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, was asked 
if he would make a statement as to the anticipated effects of present 
raw wool prices upon the general clothing and domestic textile goods 
prices in the United Kingdom in 1951; and what action he was taking, 
particularly in relation to children’s clothing, to mitigate the effects 
of major price increases upon the families at small income levels. 

He replied that it was too early to say what effect the present prices 
of raw wool, if maintained, will have upon retail prices of clothing 
and domestic textile goods in the year 1951. As regards the second 
part of the Question, the Government were, of course, continuing to 
exercise price control, and he proposed to arrange for full discussion, 
with the industries concerned with a view to seeing what could be 
done to minimize the effects on consumers of the recent rises in raw 
wool prices. 


FRIDAY NOVEMBER 3 


Export Credits Guarantee Department 


Asked to what extent it was the practice of the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department to give guarantees against losses incurred 
by the overseas subsidiaries of United Kingdom exporters, the 
Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Arthur Bottomley, replied that 
the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, conferred specific powers for 
this purpose, and a considerable volume of exports to overseas 
subsidiaries had since been guaranteed. 

When this Act was superseded by the Export Guarantees Act, 
1949, it was assumed and intended that these powers had been 
fetained. It had, however, been pointed out that there might be some 
doubt whether this intention was fully achieved by the language 
wsed. It was proposed, therefore, to bring before the House the 
Mecessary legislation, as soon as a suitable opportunity occurred. 


MONDAY NOVEMBER 6 
Packing of British Fruit 


The President was asked if he would see that sufficient paper is 
provided for the packing of fruit, to enable British packing to equal 
that of imported fruit. ‘The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of 
Trade, Mr. Hervey Rhodes, replied that the President was in touch 
with the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries on the question of 
packaging for fruit and other horticultural products. There was, 
however, a shortage of all packaging materials required for this 
purpose and there were certain essential requirements, such as those 
for defence and dollar exports, to which the highest priority must be 
wfiven in distributing available supplies. In view of uncertainties 
about the future supply position, he was afraid it was not possible to 
give assurances as definite as the questioner sought 


Export of Copper 

Asked if he was aware of the sudden demand for copper from 
unusual export markets ; and what steps he was taking to keep the 
metal in the country for the use of our finishing industries, the 
Minister of Supply, Mr. George Strauss, replied that the answer to 
the first part of the question was “ Yes,’’ The export of copper and 
copper scrap, except under licence, was prohibited. Licences were 
granted exceptionally for the export of very small quantities of un- 
wrought copper. Exports, under licence, of copper alloys in ingot 
form were restricted, by arrangement with the trade, to a quota based 
on exports in 1949. Since September 11, 1950, exports of semi- 
manufactures of copper, except under licence, had also been pro- 
hibited. Licences were granted for export to traditional markets, 
notably the Commonwealth countries. But the extent of these 
exports was now being reviewed. 


Steel for Industrial Users 


All steel, other than sheets and tinplate, was freed from distribution 
control last May and no allocation to industrial users was now made, 
Mr. Strauss said. Extensive additional buying, following the out- 
break of war in Korea and the announcement of the Government’s 
rearmament programme, was causing delay in obtaining supplies. 


Small Firms and Government Requirements 


Asked what steps were being taken to utilise for Government 
requirements the productive capacity of smaller firms engaged in 
tooling work and light engineering, Mr. Strauss replied that Govern- 
ment requirements did not at present provide work for all the small 
firms willing to help, but many such firms were engaged directly or 
indirectly on Government orders. The Government had a list of 
suitable capacity firms if and when needed. 


Cars for Home Distribution 


The number of cars to be supplied to the home market in 1951 was 
at present under consideration, Mr. Strauss said. In distributing 
cars in the home market the industry had been asked to give priority 
to the urgent requirements of doctors and midwives and there was no 
intention to add to these priority classes. Mr. Strauss said he had 
asked the industry to consider measures to improve distribution and 
awaited their proposals. 


Zine for Motor Car Industry 


Asked if he would consider an increase in the ration of zinc to the 
motor car industry, in view of the fact that the present ration, on the 
basis of 90 per cent. of 1949 usage, took no account of the increased 
productivity of the industry, Mr. Strauss replied that zinc was not 
allocated direct to the motor car industry, but to the diecasting 
industry, from which motor manufacturers obtained components. 
Output of many of the zinc using industries had increased since 1949 
and he could not, under present circumstances, provide more zinc 
for the motor industry. The basis of allocation was being considered. 


Atomic Energy and Industry 


Although the time was not yet ripe for large-scale participation by 
industry in the development of atomic energy, Mr. Strauss said that 
industrial firms were helping in preliminary studies of the feasibility 
and design of power reactors. Every encouragement and assistance 
was being given to the development of industrial applications of 
radio-active isotopes. 


TUESDAY NOVEMBER 7 


First Report of Monopolies Commission 


The President said that he had received the first report from the 
Monopolies Commission which was on dental goods. It would be 
laid before Parliament as soon as it was printed. 


Raw Materials for Packing Industry 


Asked if he was aware of the shortage of raw materials for the 
packing industry and in particular of chipboard, folding box board 
and solid and corrugated fibreboard, and what action he proposed to 
take, Mr. Bottomley replied that in the case of solid and corrugated 
fibreboard, a considerable expenditure of dollars had already been 
authorized for the import of the appropriate raw materials, but owing 
to the pressure of demand in North America only limited quantities 
appeared to be available. As regards other types of board, the pro- 
duction of which depended to a large extent on waste-paper, the 
Board of Trade were urging local authorities to take full advantage 
of the salvage scheme which the mills were now preparing. This 
would offer guaranteed outlets and a minimum price for their collec- 
tions until the end of 1951 and would, it was hoped, provide the extra 
quantities of raw materials required. 


Imports of Chinaware into New Zealand 


Under decisions recently announced by the New Zealand Minister 
for Customs, chinaware, earthenware and porcelainware for table 
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use, above a certain price level, may be imported freely into New 
Zealand during 1951, said Mr. Bottomley. The import of goods 
below this price level would be subject to the grant of individual 
import licences. 

On instructions the Trade Commissioner had ascertained from the 
New Zealand authorities that the rate at which such licences were 
granted would depend upon the extent to which the New Zealand 
industry was able to produce this grade of pottery at acceptable prices 
and qualities to meet New Zealand’s requirements. Until the rate 
of licensing was known it was not possible to make any estimate of the 
probable effect of these changes on our exports of chinaware and 
earthenware to New Zealand during 1951. 


Production of Superphosphate Fertilizers 

Asked whether*he was aware of the reduced production of super- 
phosphate fertilizers, and what proposals he had for making up the 
deficiency by importation, Mr. Bottomley replied that arrangements 
were in hand to purchase on public account from Continental sources 
the quantity of superphosphates necessary to make good the loss in 
production. Contracts had already been concluded for the bulk of 
our estimated requirements. 


Token Import Scheme for 1951 


Questioned about trade with Canada and the extension of the 
Token Import Scheme, Mr. Bottomley said the arrangements to be 
adopted in 1951 under the scheme, which included other countries 
as well as Canada, were now being considered, and an announcement 
would be made shortly. He pointed out, however, that the Token 
Import List consisted mainly of goods which would not be imported 
on grounds of need. While essential dollar imports had to be 
restricted, an extension of the Scheme involved obvious difficulties. 


Exports of Prefabricated Houses 


Asked about exports of prefabricated houses to Australia, Mr. 
Bottomley said that the decision to facilitate these exports was taken 
in full consultation with the Departments concerned. They formed 
part of a valuable export trade which helped to pay for supplies of, 
for example, meat and wool. They would help the Government of 
Australia to house immigrants, and they were in line with the United 
Kingdom Government’s policy of encouraging emigration to the 
under-populated parts of the Commonwealth.

Review of Board of Trade Price Controls 
The President was asked whether he would impose price control 
on goods where price increases had been made v re not related 


ich we 
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to increases in the cost of raw materials. Mr. Bottomley replied that 
as the questioner would be aware from the statement made by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in the Debate on the Address on 
November 2, a review of the Board of Trade field of price control 
was being arranged so as to see whether it was advisable to re-impose 
some of the controls which were removed before the recent change in 
the economic climate. 

In considering cases where uncontrolled prices had been increased, 
account would be taken of all relevant factors, which may include 
changes in costs other than raw material costs. 


Distribution of Larger Sizes of Women’s Shees 


Asked what steps were taken to ensure an even distribution of the 
larger sizes of women’s shoes, Mr. Bottomley said that the distribution 
of footwear was the responsibility of the industry, and he understood 
that the Federation of Boot and Shoe Manufacturers and the Footwear 
Distributors’ Joint Council had the problem of the production and 
distribution of larger sizes of women’s shoes before them. The 
production of women’s larger-size footwear was, of course, governed 
by the demand, which was limited. 


Closure of Welwyn Film Studios 


Questioned on the closure of the Welwyn film studios, Mr. 
Bottomley said he understood that the owners had closed Welwyn 
Studios because it would, in their view, be more economical to con- 
centrate their production activities at the larger and more modern 
studios owned by them at Elstree. Neither the Welwyn nor the 
Elstree Studios had been fully used during the last two years. While 
the Board of Trade very much regretted the closure of Welwyn, it 
was difficult to oppose the wish of the Corporation to concentrate 
production in the more modern unit.

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Further Big Rise in Wholesale Prices in October 


HE BOARD of Trade Index of Wholesale Prices rose by 2-6 

per cent. in October. With the exception of the rise of 3-1 per 

cem. in September, this was the biggest rise since that of a 
year ago when the index rose by 2-8 per cent. following devaluation. 
Among the food and tobacco items, the index for which rose in October 
by 2:5 per cent., the main increases were in the prices of eggs, poultry, 
fish, tomatoes, apples and barley, while onions and oranges were 
cheaper. The industrial materials and manufactures index rose 
by 2:7 per cent., mainly because of increases in rayon, cotton, wool, 
zinc, tin, aluminium, woodpulp and rubber prices. 

Compared with 1938 the index for all articles has risen by 175-0 per 
cent., for industrial materials and manufactures by 200-1 per cent., 
and for food and tobacco by 131-7 per cent. 

The re-grouped data in which the prices of industrial materials 
(excluding fuel) are sub-divided into three separate categories, showed 
rises compared with September of 6:3 per cent. for basic materials, 
2-9 per cent. for intermediate products, and 0-4 per cent. for manu- 
factured articles. The building materials index rose by 0-3 per cent. 


Food and Tobacco 

The cereals index rose by 1-9 per cent. in October. English malting 
barley was 5-2 per cent. dearer in September, and the English Gazette 
average price was 8-0 per cent. higher. The effective price paid by 
millers for English Gazette average wheat fell by 2:2 per cent. Oats 
for feeding were 3-2 per cent. dearer, but oatmeal was 0-3 per cent. 
cheaper. 

A seasonal increase of 6d. per dozen in the maximum wholesale 
and retail prices of eggs took place on October 15; the average 
increase in the wholesale price for the categories used in the index 
was 16:2 per cent., and the monthly average price rose by 8-9 per cent. 
Fish prices rose a further 8-6 per cent. on the average in October, 
although herrings and plaice were 2-6 per cent. and 9-6 per cent 
cheaper respectively. Poultry prices, too, continued to rise, and the 
price of the first quality British chicken used in the index was 8-1 per 
cent. higher than in September and over 30 per cent. above the 
controlled price ruling in June. ‘These rises, reinforced by the 
carry-over of the bacon price increase which took place in September, 
caused a rise of 2-2 per cent. in the meat, fish and eggs index. 

The “other food and tobacco’”’ index rose by 3-1 per cent. in 


October. The biggest individual increase was in the price of tomatoes, 
which was twice as high as in September. Apples and potatoes were 
16-8 per cent. and 3-7 per cent. dearer respectively, but onions and 
oranges were 10-8 per cent. and 4-3 per cent. cheaper respectively. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures 

The price of tinplate for the home market was increased from 
41s. 9d. to 42s. 5d. per box on October 1, following the increases 
in the price of tin, while the export price rose a further 5-4 per cent., 
making a total of over 15 per cent. since May.» The rise in zinc 
prices referred to below, led to a further increase in the price of 
galvanized corrugated sheets on October 3, and on the average they 
were (0-8 per cent. dearer for the month than in September. Galvanized 
fencing wire was 0-6 per cent. dearer, but this was due to the carry- 
over effect of the increase of September 8. The iron and steel index 
rose by 0:2 per cent. 

Zinc was increased in price on October 1 from £147 10s. to £151 
per ton (2-4 per cent.) and on October 9 the price of aluminium, 
which had remained at £112 per ton since September 1949, was 
increased to £120 per ton (7:1 per cent.). The monthly average 
increase for aluminium was 5-3 per cent. ; for aluminium sheets it 
was 3-6 per cent., while brass strip and brass ingots, affected by the 
zinc price increase, were 1-2 per cent. and 6-9 per cent. dearer respec- 
tively than in September. The carry-over effect of the increases 
in the price of soft pig lead which took place in September raised 
the October average price by 1-9 per cent., while lead pipes were 1-7 
per cent. dearer. The price of tin on the London Metal Exchange 
continued to rise, passing £900 per ton and approaching £1,000. 
The average for October was 12-4 per cent. higher than in September. 
The non-ferrous metals index rose by 4:8 per cent. 

Raw cotton prices rose on the average in October by 8-9 per cent. 
The prices of the Egyptian types included in the index were raised on 
October 12 and 17; Ashmouni from 46°85 to 55:30 and then to 
64-30d. per Ib. (37-3 per cent. altogether), and Karnak from 50-00 
to 54-75 and then to 63-75d. per Ib. (27:5 per cent.). The other 
types went up only once during the month, with an increase of 2d. 
per Ib. on October 12. This brought American Middling to 41-65d. 
per lb. (an increase of 5-0 per cent.), Brazilian Type 4 to 42-00d. per

Ib. (5-0 per cent.), East Indian REK to 38-55d. per Ib. (5-5 per cent.) 
and Peruvian Tanguis to 48-35d. per Ib. (4:3 per cent.). ‘The monthly 
average increases for the Egyptian types were 20-9 per cent. and 
14-8 per cent. respectively, and for the others 4-0, 4-0, 4-4 and 3-5 per 
cent. respectively. Prices of American type yarns rose by 3:7 per 
cent. in October, and those of Egyptian types by 12-7 per cent. ; 
taken together the rise was 7-9 per cent. The estimated increase in 
cotton cloth prices was 1:5 per cent. and the index for the cotton 
group as a whole rose by 4-9 per cent. 

In October the rise in the price of raw wool (1-9 per cent.) was the 
smallest for three months. The price now stands 137 per cent. 
above the level of October 1949, and 180 per cent. higher than in 
August 1949. Botany noils were 5-4 per cent. dearer in October 
than in September, and crossbred tops rose by 7:2 per cent. Merino 
tops, however, were about 5 per cent. cheaper, and so was worsted 
weaving yarn. ‘The other yarns included in the index—botany 
weaving, crossbred weaving, hosiery and skeins—were dearer by 
0-3, 16:2, 10-1 and 8-3 per cent. respectively. The estimated increase 
in wool cloth prices was 0-6 per cent. Woollen rags were dearer 
by a further 17-4 per cent., and the wool group index rose by 4°9 
per cent.

The individual percentage increases for 
the yarns included in the index were: viscose, denier 150, 22:8 ;

The monthly average increase for rayon yarns as a whole was 
about 12 per cent. Prices of East African sisal and Italian raw silk 
rose by 7-3 and 7-8 per cent. respectively in October, but Japanese 
raw silk was 0-2 per cent. cheaper. Linen yarn prices rose by a further 
4} per cent., and the index for the “ other textiles ’’ group rose by 
7°5 per cent. 

Most of the rise of 0-6 per cent. in the chemicals and oils index 
was due to the carry-over effect of increases which took place in 
September in the prices of copper sulphate, lead acetate, white lead 
paint, motor spirit, lubricating oil and burning oil. The only changes 
during October were a further seasonal rise of 0-6 per cent. in the 
controlled price of fertilizers and a rise of 2-2 per cent. in the price 
of aspirin. 

Paper-making materials were chiefly responsible for the rise of 
4-0 per cent. in the “‘ miscellaneous ’’ index in October. Wood pulp 
prices (weight of 6) rose by 14 per cent. compared with September, 
while esparto was nearly 32 per cent. dearer. There was a fall of about 
1 per cent. in the prices of imported hides, but native hides were 
nearly 5 per cent. dearer. Native calfskins, however, were 1°8 per 
cent. cheaper. The price of rubber continued to rise in October, and 
was 11 per cent. higher than in September 1950 and 285 per cent.

United States Customs Information 


Booklet 
by the Treasury Attache, U.S. Embassy, London 


HE UNITED STATES Customs Service has published a booklet 

entitled ‘‘ Customs Information for Exporters to the United 
States,’’ as an aid to those who plan to export to that market. As 
explained in the foreword, the handling of the vast volume of imports 
into the United States requires that definite procedures be followed. 
The importer in the United States must have the co-operation of the 
exporter in the United Kingdom in order that he may comply with 
all import requirements; and there are some requirements, such as 
those relating to the preparation of invoices, which must be met by 
the exporter himself. 

The preparation of Consular Invoices is extremely important. 
Printed instructions for such preparation can be obtained from the 
various United States Consular Offices. These instructions should 
be scrupulously followed. When in doubt, exporters should seek 
advice from the nearest Consular Office. It is suggested that the 
responsibility for preparation of the Consular Invoices be confined 
to one employee of the firm, specially trained for this task. 

The booklet outlines the principal requirements and procedures 
in non-technical language, and shows details of how some of the 
printed forms should be filled in. Special emphasis is placed on the 
preparation of invoices, marking of merchandise, and shipment by 
post. A study of the booklet should remove some of the misunder- 
standings of customs procedures which often arise through lack of 
experience in shipping to the United States. It shows that, while 
some procedures may be necessarily involved, there is no mystery 
about them. It is a real evidence of the desire of the United States 
Customs Service to co-operate fully in facilitating imports. 

The booklet is being republished by the United States Economic 
Co-operation Administration in English and six other languages, 
and free copies are being sent to Trade Associations, Export Groups 
and Chambers of Commerce in the United Kingdom. Further 
copies if required may be obtained from the Commercial Attache, 
United States Embassy, 1 Grosvenor Square, London, W.1, from 
any of the United States Consular Offices in the United Kingdom 
shown in the list below, or from the Board of Trade Commercial 
Relations and Exports Department (Industries Branch), Thames 
House (North), London, S.W.1.

the guidance of manufacturers. Standard methods are included for 
the determination of capacity and delivery time, and tolerances listed ~ 
for both. An appendix gives the sizes of glass tubing recommended ~ 
for the manufacture of these pipettes. 


Microchemical Apparatus 

The British Standards Institution have issued B.S. 1428:1950, 
Microchemical Apparatus :— 

Part Al—Carbon and Hydrogen combustion train (Pregl type). 
Part D2—Washout pipettes. 
Part D3—Micro-nitrometer (Pregl type). 

These three standards are the first parts to be published of a com- 
prehensive series on microchemical apparatus. 

Group A of the series comprises combustion trains for the deter- 
mination of elements, and Part Al describes the standard Pregl type 
of carbon and hydrogen train. 

Volumetric microchemical apparatus is included in Group D, of 
which Part D1 was published in 1948 as B.S. 846 Part 3: Burettes 
with pressure-filling device and automatic zero. 

Part D2 describes pipettes calibrated for content and designed to 
facilitate the washing out of a measured quantity of liquid. Standard 
sizes listed are 0-1, 0-2, 0-5 and 1 ml., and the design is such that only 
a single size of plunger is required, which is, therefore, interchange- 
able. 

Part D3 describes the standard Pregl type of micro-nitrometer for 
use with the micro-Dumas nitrogen combustion train (to be published 
shortly as Part A2).

Brazilian Standards have Official Support 


IN THE Bulletin for July 1950 of the Brazilian Standards Association, 
attention is drawn to the democratic constitution of the Association, 
which is an independent organization operating upon similar principles 
to those governing the British Standards Institution, namely, whilst 
maintaining intimate contact with industry, it has the fullest support 
of the Government and is free from government control. 

A circular which has been sent by the President of the Republic 
of Brazil to the respective Ministers is reproduced in the Bulletin. 
This orders that all contracts, tenders and estimates shall be based 
on the standards issued by the Brazilian Standards Association 
(Associacao Brasileira de Normas Tecnicas) and that the acceptance 
of materials and methods of test shall be to the same standards.

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Development Plan for the Federation of Malaya 


The article below was written for the Board of ‘Trade Journal by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Malaya. The 
Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, I.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W. 1, 
will be pleased to answer any enquiries arising out of the article. 


‘INCE the beginning of the ‘‘ emergency "’ in Malaya in June 1948 
Sih major activities of the Government of the Federation of Malaya 
have been largely preoccupied with the suppression of terrorism 
However, in addition to this imperative but negative action, a great 
deal of constructive thinking has been done, apart from the normal 
work of administration, on a plan for the future development of the 
Federation of Malaya. ‘This has now been published (Draft Develop- 
ment Plan of the Federation of Malaya,* Government Press, Kuala 
Lumpur, price or lis. 8d.) and has been already approved in 
principle by the Federal Legislative Council. The final shape will 
be determined, however, only after full consultation with the interests 
affected; the draft plan is a broad statement of aims, though it contains 
also details of many departmental projects already planned, the whole 
being carefully related to the financial resources available or expected 
tober uised by loans 
As the fulfilment of this plan will have an important bearing on the 
prospects for selling United Kingdom goods in Malaya a brief review 
of it will be useful to exporters interested in the Malayan market.

The capital sum to be expended on new schools, primary 
and on improving the University of Malaya is 
B35,015,000 (1 Straits dollar 2s. 4d.; £1 8°57 Straits dollars) 
And annually recurrent expenditure will be about $10 million. 

Various measures of benefit to labour include the establishment of 
a@ National Employment Exchange Service, which will entail capital 
@xpenditure, mainly on buildings, of $455,000 and annually recurrent 
@xpenditure of $335,000. The medical programme includes mainly 
t! extension improvement of training rural health 
entres, tuberculosis clinics, hospitals and various specialized services ; 
the capital involved is $16,896,000 and annually recurrent 
expenditure $5,013,000. Social welfare homes and institutions to be 
Built or improved will cost initially $2,881,000 and annually a further 
$1,210,000. Thus the major part of the above sums, totalling capital 
éxpenditure of $55,247,000, will be improvement of 
existing buildings and on the construction of new premises and should 
provide a steady outlet for cement, plaster boarding, pipes, structural 
steelwork, plumbing and lighting fittings, etc. 

I'he second part of the plan aims at broadening the basis of Malaya’s 
economy, which has been dependent hitherto mainly on rubber and 
tin. Emphasis will be on activities for which the country is well 
suited, The 
development throughout the area, to increase 
natural wealth, and to train local people to acquire the 
It relates to the following activities; 
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This programme lies largely within the control of Government. 
It will be financed mainly by loans, to a lesser extent from Federation 
funds, and the balance by grants from the Colonial Development 
and Welfare fund. In addition to the primary aims already mentioned, 
the intention is to make the maximum contribution to the attainment 
of a balance in the external payments of the sterling area; to obtain as 
early as possible a return for the capital expended; to avoid heavy 
additions to annually recurrent costs; and to avoid heavy demands 
on trained staff or materials in short supply. 


Credit Facilities 


In connection with smallholding agriculture there are two main 
objects of policy ; Firstly, the smallholders need, in one way or another, 
to be organized into groups, so as to be able to benefit from credit 
facilities which could be provided; secondly, there is the provision of 
credit facilities themselves. In order to provide the machinery for 
carrying out this policy, and to co-ordinate the various types of rural 
development, there has been established a Rural Development 
Authority to be financed partly by the Government and partly from 
other sources on which it may be possible to draw. This Authority 
will act as the general executive agent for a number of schemes 
already instituted and for many others which are planned. These 
schemes will embrace property for collective milling and processing, 
co-operative marketing, wholesale trading in rural areas and in some 
cases transport, 

The cost of the considerable programme of new electrical generating 
plant now being carried out and planned is not included in the above 
estimates as this is being done by the autonomous Central Electricity 
Board; it will be in the region of $200 million and will be financed 
out of Colonial Development Corporation and public loans. 


Equipment Required 


Examples of the kind of equipment which would be purchased in 
the course of this programme are the following: Building materials 
of all kinds; agricultural machinery and equipment (especially for 
rice production); fishing vessels and internal combustion engines 
(especially high-duty slow-speed Diesels); hydraulic laboratory 
equipment; fishing gear; road-making plant, saw-milling machinery, 
fibre-board and pulping machinery; public address and cinema units; 
radio transmitters, V.H.F. radio links, and wireless receiving sets for 
community listening and for schools; airport equipment; excavating 
and trenching machines; electrical generating (Diesel, steam and 
hydro) and transmission equipment; film processing, printing, 
recording and cutting equipment; jungle clearing plant; Diesel-electric 
lighthouse equipment; slipway plant; meteorological 
supplies; postal vans and launches; telecommunications equipment 
of all kinds (including that for radio-telephone links overseas); railway 
equipment of all kinds; materials and plant for road building, bridging 
and maintenance, water supplies, housing and other public works 

The chief major projects mentioned in this section of the develop- 
ment plan are various schemes for developing international and 
national airports and emergency flying strips, the interconnection of 
the large thermal power stations already operating and under con- 
struction, the construction of a hydro-electric plant in Cameron 
Highlands to produce 100,000 kW., the construction of a new wharf 
at Port Swettenham, port development at Prai (on the mainland 
opposite Penang), and a railway link from Kuala Lumpur to Triang. 

Part three, dealing with trade and industry, deals with matters which 
lie, for the most part, outside the field of direct Government inter- 
vention, The long-term objective is to ensure that, while the in-

External Trade 

On the subject of external trade the draft plan stresses the essential 
part that this plays in the Malayan economy. In the words of the 
draft : ‘‘ Malaya imports the greater part of its requirements from the 
Sterling Area and Western Europe and exports a substantial part 
of its products to North America and other hard currency countries.” 
It thus helps “‘ to offset the import surplus of the Sterling Area in 
its trade with the Western Hemisphere. It is no part of Government 
policy to undertake the detailed direction of the flow of a trade which 
is so vast and complex. The aim of policy is rather to obtain as clear 
a field as possible for the skill and enterprise of the private trader, and 
to intervene and control the trade only with certain definite objects 
in view.’’ These objects are defined, for example, as the need to fit 
in with the requirements of other governments with whose countries 
Malaya trades or with international quota arrangements, and the need 
to restrict imports from hard currency sources while the Sterling Area 
is in deficit with those areas. But ‘‘ in the meanwhile it is the policy 
to relax the discriminatory import controls administered to preserve 
a set balance of trade as fast as the improvement of the general situation 
permits.’’ The cost of imports is an important element in the cost 
of living and in costs of production, so these have to be purchased 
from the cheapest sources available; in the case of essentials exceptions 
are, therefore, made for imports from hard currency countries 
Inessentials may be obtained only from Sterling Area or other soft 
currency sources. 

The Federal Government will not generally favour protection for 
local industries in the form of restrictions on imports which compete 
with them and considers that it is not usually in the interests of the 
community as a consumer to be shut off from the cheapest sources 
of supply. But if a foreign surplus is ‘‘ dumped ”’ in the Federation 
there may be a case for such protection. 


Entrepot Trade 

An important feature of the trade of the Federation—as well as of 
Singapore—is entrepot trade. Penang is the chief entrepot centre 
for northern Malaya, Sumatra, South Thailand and Burma. To 
preserve this position the plan recognizes the need for cheap and 
expeditious storage, handling and transit facilities. Entrepot trade, 
too, must pay taxes, but these revenues are better collected as taxation 
of profits (income tax) rather than of turnover (customs duties) 
Penang is, therefore, like Singapore, a free port in respect of all save 
a few commodities, e.g. petroleum, liquor and tobacco. 

The need for standards of quality of rubber and timber is recognized. 
The draft calls for more ambitious publicity for Malayan products 
than has been given to them in the past. 

Finally, mention is made of the benefit which the Federation of 
Malaya has derived from international commodity agreements designed 
to ensure stability of prices and supplies, especially when the terms 
are to the minimum extent restrictive, onerous or uncertain in their 
future working. 

The summary at the end of the draft plan discusses in general how 
these developments could be financed. In addition to the external 
help expected in the form of grants from the Colonial Development 
and Welfare Fund and of public loans, it 1s emphasized that the 
Federation must make every effort to raise the necessary additional 
revenue itself. Quoting the text: ‘‘ Income tax must therefore be 
regarded as the main source of additional revenue, but it is not the 
only one. Customs duties may also be increased to a certain extent, 
and upward revision of land rents is undoubtedly overdue.”’ 


General 
This draft development plan comprises, of course, the plans of 
individual departments, many of which had been worked out already 
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for years ahead. Now that these have been put together into one 
authoritative document and connected with overriding general 
statements of Government's policies the Federation of Malaya takes 
its place among the comparatively few countries in the world with a 
truly democratic and comprehensive programme of development ; 
certainly it places this country in an outstanding position compared 
with most others in Asia. Apart from the hazards of the international 
situation, the factor which is likely to impose serious obstacles to the 
successful carrying out of the plan is the campaign against the ter- 
rorists 

Since the appointment, earlier in the year, of Lt. Gen. Sir Harold 
Briggs as Director of Operations of the military, police and civil 
organizations combating the bandits, new plans have been put into 
force for the clearance of the terrorists, especially from the southern 
states of Johore and Negri Sembilan, and for the resettlement of 
Chinese squatters in areas where they can be protected from Com- 
munist influence. At a recent conference General Briggs 
reported that good progress had been made and he expressed satisfac- 
tion with the course of events. However, the difficulties involved 
must not be underrated. ‘To hunt down some thousands of desperate 
criminals in very thick jungle country covering an area the size of 
England in a climate which enables them to live out of doors, without 
extreme hardship, indefinitely, is bound to be a long and hard process. 
It is not possible to say yet that the end is in sight.

Restoration of Patent and Trade 
Mark Rights in Japan 


“HE TIME LIMIT for filing applications for the restoration in Japan 

of patents, utility registrations (including 
applications) under the provisions of the Japanese Cabinet Order, 
referred to in the Board of Trade Journal on October 29, 1949 (page 
834) has now been extended to include applications made before 
February 1, 1951 

In addition the scope of that Order has been enlarged by a further 
Japanese Cabinet Order so as to cover 

1. Patents owned by Allied nationals sequestrated or 
taken away without their consent 

2. Patents, or applications therefor, which were owned by certain 
juridical persons : 

(a) Whose property was treated as enemy property because of 
Allied interest therein, or 

(b) If the Allied interest in the juridical person was controlling 
and was interfered with, even though there was no inter- 
ference with the property of the juridic al person. 

The benefits of the Japanese Cabinet Order relating to applications 
for the restoration in Japan of trade mark registrations referred to in 
the Board of Trade Journal of May 29, 1950, have also been extended 
by a further Japanese Cabinet Order to such trade mark rights, or 
applications therefor, as are within the same categories as those patents 
referred to in paragraphs | Those two paragraphs 
may therefore be taken as applying equally to trade marks.

Italo-Lebanese Trade

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United Kingdom kxporters 


YHE AUSTRALIAN market for United Kingdom goods must 
| continue to be one of critical importance to Britain as long as 

Australia is a substantial producer of food and of wool, writes the 
United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia in the 
course of his Report* on Economic and Commercial Conditions in 
Australia (Overseas Economic Surveys Series). It therefore behoves 
United Kingdom manufacturers to spare no effort to maintain and 
promote their trade with the Commonwealth. 

The Economic Survey was prepared in November 1949, when the 
latest Australian trade statistics available were those for the year 
July 1, 1948, to June 30,1949. In reading the Survey and the following 
notes based on its contents the reader should note that later statistics, 
i.e. for the year July 1, 1949, to June 30, 1950, are contained in an 
article which was prepared recently by the United Kingdom Senior 
Trade Commissioner. ‘This article was published in the Board of 
Trade Journal on September 23. 

Australia is to-day the United Kingdom's largest export market and 
of total imports valued at over three times the pre-war figure, the 
United Kingdom supplied in 1948-49, 50 per cent. (by value) 

scompared with 40 per cent. before the war. ‘This percentage covers 
all classes of goods including many of which, in the nature of things, 
ithe United Kingdom cannot be a significant supplier. 
' In the two groups (apparel, textiles and manufactured fibres, and 
‘metals, metal manufactures and machinery) which between them 
Faccount for over three-quarters of Australia’s total imports, the 
United Kingdom had respectively 65 and 72 per cent. of the trade. 
Moreover in very many classes of goods, the demand is far from being 
fully met; business is still limited by the availability of supplies rather 
than by the dimensions of Australia’s requirements or the ability of 
the country to afford. In the outstandingly important item of 
machinery and equipment the numerous projects of expansion now 
}in existence or in prospect are certain to keep demand at a high level 
for years to come. 


Important Factors 


These, perhaps, are the features which stand out in the foreground 
of the picture; but in the background there are objects and shadows 
which are equally essential parts of the whole composition, e.g. 

(a) The total demand for goods in Australia is abnormally high at 
present, this being made possible by the unprecedented size of her 
export income; but when (or soon after) this income falls her ability 
to afford imports must also be reduced. 

(b) Competition of some important supplying countries, notably 
the United States, Canada and other hard currency nations, and 
Germany and Japan, is not at present very significant; but goods 
from the last named countries are already beginning to reappear and 
any solution of the dollar problem will undoubtedly revive keen 
competition from the hard currency areas. This will have far 
reaching effects on United Kingdom business in many branches of 
trade—in none more than in the trade in motor vehicles. 

(c) At present Australian secondary industry is handicapped by 
shortage of labour, materials and power; as a result, some goods are 
being imported for which, even before the war, the demand was being 
met mainly or entirely by Australian manufacturers. Import trade in 
such goods on the present level must in general be regarded as a 
temporary and fortuitous phenomenon, rather than a permanent form 
of business. 

Moreover the inevitable and protected expansion of Australian 
industry is likely, sooner or later, to render the import of some other 
goods unnecessary or unprofitable. ‘To a greater extent, even than 
before the war, the Australian manufacturer will be the United King- 
dom exporters’ sternest competitor in the Australian market. Here 
again the United Kingdom motor vehicle exporter will find himself 
competing against a powerful rival. 

What is the moral of all this from the stand-point of the United 
Kingdom exporter to Australia? Surely it is this: that he cannot 
remain satisfied or complacent simply because at present he is 
enjoying a substantial trade and a large share of the market; and that 
even now he must study and energetically apply himself if he hopes to 
maintain his sales when Australia’s total purchases of imports decline

and competition, both from domestic manufacturers and from overseas 
becomes more severe. 

Much useful guidance and background information may be obtained 
by those firms who need it from the Commercial Relations and Exports 
Department of the Board of Trade, from United Kingdom Trade 
Commissioners and from other official and non-official sources; but 
in the last resort the study must be made, the decisions must be taken 
and the problems solved by individual firms in the light of their own 
individual circumstances. 

It is sufficient here to emphasize that exporters cannot assume what 
trade will automatically or easily come their way; on the contrary, 
they would be wise to lay their plans on the assumption that business 
in the Australian market will in future demand the exercise by them 
of initiative, assiduous attention and unremitting effort in a degree far 
greater than called for in pre-war days. 


Trade with the Dollar Area 


The most intractable of Australia’s trade problems to-day is that of 
the unbalance in her dollar trade. Australia’s supply of dollars, as a 
member of the Sterling Area, is provided from the earnings of her 
exports to Dollar Areas and her drawings on the Sterling Area dollar 
pool. 

In 1947-48 the Commonwealth Treasurer estimated the total 
dollar deficit at about £A73 million. ‘This was made up of an adverse 
commodity balance (including bullion and specie) of £A42 million 
(on an f.o.b. basis) and an adverse balance of invisibles of about 
£A31 million (it excludes £A10 million United States capital invest- 
ment, £A10 million gold production and £A2-8 million gold contri- 
bution to the International Monetary Fund). 

In 1948-49, following a substantial pruning of dollar imports, 
Australia’s commodity dollar unbalance (including bullion and specie) 
amounted to £A12-5 million, while her unbalance of “ invisibles ”’ 
was £A25-5 million, giving a total dollar unbalance of about £A38 
million. 

Australia’s deficit on trade with the United States in 1947-48 was 
£A31-752 million and with Canada £A10-332 million. In 1948-49 
her deficit with the United States was over £A9-2 million (71 per cent. 
less than in the preceding year) and with Canada nearly £A3-3 million 
(68 per cent. less than in 1947-48). Since the early ’thirties Australia 
has shown a favourable (though small) balance in her trade with the 
Dollar Area in one year only (1936-37). In the remaining years 
there has been a sizeable deficit. In 1948-49 the dollar trade deficit 
was back to about the pre-war level. 


Imports from the United Kingdom 


The present Australian demand for imports from the United 
Kingdom is affected by a number of factors and many lines of 
consumer goods previously imported from the United Kingdom are 
now being made in greatly increased quantities in Australia. 

As Australia solves her labour problems as a result of immigration, 
and as her problems of power and basic materials deficiences are met 
by the development of her large-scale power projects, it seems 
probable that her manufacturing capacity will be still further expanded. 
This is bound to alter the scope and pattern of her import trade and 
the United Kingdom, as Australia’s principal supplier, will be directly 
affected, particularly in relation to many types of consumer goods. 

Manufacturing developments in Australia have led to greatly 
increased demand for capital goods from the United Kingdom and 
this is likely to continue. 

The progress of the textile industry, for example, has meant a 
large demand for textile machinery, and, as a result of the plans for 
the widespread expansion of electricity generation projects within 
the next ten years in Australia, it seems certain that the demand for 
electrical plant and equipment from the United Kingdom will be even 
further increased. 

The virtual absence of competition from Germany and Japan is a 
factor which has further focused the demand for imports on the 
United Kingdom. Before the war these countries accounted for more 
than 8 per cent of Australia’s imports. In addition the growing 
shortage of dollars has had a marked effect on the pattern of Australian 
imports; the need to conserve dollars had gradually diverted to the 
soft currency area, and to Britain in particular, a very large demand that 
otherwise would without question have been met by imports from 
dollar countries. It cannot, of course, be assumed that the present 
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scale of demand for imports will be maintained indefinitely. Long- 
term Australian demand for imports from the United Kingdom will 
clearly be largely bound up with the future level of Australian pros- 
perity; which in turn depends in the main on her export income. 


If the trend before devaluation of Australia’s terms of trade is 
maintained without any compensating increase in the volume of her 
exports, this income will fall appreciably in the next few years. In 
that event Australian demand for imports from the United Kingdom 
would ultimately be reduced, although the comfortable balances now 
held by Australia in London would probably cushion the effect for 
some time. 

During 1947-48, about 39-9 per cent. of the value of Australian 
imports from the United Kingdom consisted of metals, metal manu- 
factures and machinery, 33-4 per cent. of manufactured fibres, textiles 
and apparel; 6-1 per cent. of stationery, paper and pulp; 3-7 per cent. 
of earthenware, cement, china and glass. 

In 1948-49, imports of metals, metal manufactures and machinery 
had further increased in importance and represented 44-1 per cent. of 
total imports from the United Kingdom; imports of manufactured 
fibres, textiles and apparel were 33-8 per cent. 

In both 1948 and 1949 Australia was the largest market for United 
Kingdom exports, taking merchandise to the value of £145 million 
and £189 million out of total exports of £1,582 million and £1,784 
million respectively. 


Import Trade

The figures for 1938-39 are not strictly comparable with those for 
the later years in that they represent approximate c.i.f. values and 
are expressed in “ British Currency Values,’’ whereas the latter are 
based on a f.o.b. valuation and expressed in Australian currency, but 
this does not prevent a comparison of the pattern of trade in the earlier 
year with that existing today. It will be seen that, generally, there has 
been no substantial change in the pattern of Australia’s imports (by 
value). Piece-goods, apparel and bags and sacks were relatively more 
important in 1948-49 than ten years earlier but the predominant 
commodities are the same, viz., piece-goods, petroleum, motor 
vehicles, electrical machinery and appliances, other machines and 
machinery and paper. 

The following table shows the principal countries supplying these 
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commodities in 1947-48 and also in 1948-49 so far as figures are 
available :—

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It will be seen that, apart from petroleum, both the United Kingdom 
and the United States are important suppliers of all these commodities. 
Details showing their relative importance for each commodity in 
1948-49 are not available at present but the United Kingdom’s share 
of total imports has increased and the United States’ declined. 


Export Trade 


In 1948-49 total exports from Australia (including bullion and 
specie) were valued at over £ A547 million, about four times the value 
of 1938-39 exports. Over 42 per cent. of Australia’s exports went to 
the United Kingdom, 8-5 per cent. to France, 5-9 per cent. to the 
United States, 5:3 per cent. to Italy, 4:7 per cent. to India and 
3-6 per cent. to Belgium. 

During the last ten years there has been an appreciable change in 
the distribution of Australia’s exports. Both the United Kingdom and 
the United States are now taking a lower proportion of total Australian 
exports than they did before the war, whilst France, Italy and Russia 
have increased relatively in importance. ‘The value of purchases by 
the United Kingdom and the United States in 1948-49 , however, 
was about three times that of pre-war days. 

Although there has been a fall since 1938-39 in the percentage of 
exports sent to the United Kingdom, that country in 1948-49 took 
34 per cent. of Australian greasy wool exports, 35 per cent. of scoured 
and washed wool, 75 per cent. of beef exports, 90 per cent. of mutton 
and lamb exports, 44 per cent. of wheat exports, 29 per cent. of flour 
exports and 87 per cent. of butter exports. 

Exports to the United States (mainly wool, sheepskins, metals and 
rabbit skins) have also declined. ‘The Canadian market has increased 
very slightly in relative importance since before the war.

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Farm Machinery Demonstration 
in Ontario 


VERY year since 1913, with the exception of the war years 1942-45, 

the Ontario Plowmen’s Association has held an International 
Plowing Match and Farm Machinery Demonstration. The venue 
varies from year to year, and this year’s event was held in the Notta- 
wasaga Valley, near Alliston, Ontario, from October 10 to 13 

The match was attended by about 125,000 visitors and the exhibits 
of farm machinery and equipment and of other products of interest 
to the farming community covered an area of approximately 35 acres. 
Many types of British equipment were on display, many items being 
those first introduced at the Canadian International Trade Fair held 
earlier this year, and for which distribution arrangements have now 
been made. Exhibits of Canadian and American farm machinery 
were present in force, the well-known manufacturers having very 
large and impressive displays. ‘There was also a good deal of road- 
making equipment on view. 

Among the products of United Kingdom manufacture which were 
on view were several makes of tractor, several types of implement 
(including harrows, seeders and spreaders), milking machinery, 
power mowers and cultivators, which were able to take advantage 
of the fact that the event affords adequate facilities for on-the-spot 
demonstrations. : 


Pioneer Industries in Jamaica 


THE GOVERNOR in Executive Council in Jamaica proposes by 
Order to declare the manufacture of synthetic detergents to be a 
pioneer industry and the following articles to be pioneer products 
of that industry :—Synthetic detergents for household and industrial 
use, soapless scouring powders and abrasive cleaning compounds, 
water softeners, emulsifying agents and synthetic anionic shampoos. 

Any person wishing to object to the making of this Order is required 
to give notice in writing of his objection and of the grounds on which 
he relies in support thereof to the Clerk to the Executive Council 
on or before November 18, 1950. 


National Standards Organization for Pakistan 


THE GOVERNMENT of Pakistan, through its Ministry of Industries 
in consultation with various organizations in that country and abroad, 
have prepared a scheme for the establishment of a Standards Institute 


which will function under the control of the Director-General of 


Supply and Development. ‘This follows on the recommendation of 
the First Industries Conference held in Karachi in 1947, which ex- 
pressed the view that the trend of modern industrial development 
indicates the supreme value to the country of standardization. 

The Standards Institute will be managed by a General Council 
consisting of representatives of the Central Government, Provinces, 
commercial and industrial interests in that country. It will be divided 
into seven sections as follows : 

Civil engineering—concentrating mainly on materials for building 

and roads. 

Mechanical engineering. 

Electrical engineering. 

Glass and ceramics. 

Chemical engineering : 

Chemical producing industry (sulphuric acid, caustic soda and 
fertilizers) 

Chemical conversion (petroleum products, hydrogenated oils, 
soaps) 

Chemical processing (paper and plastics). 

Textile and jute. 

Packing materials. 

To provide laboratory facilities the Standards Institute will work 
in close co-operation with the Central ‘Testing Laboratory. 

Interim measures 

Since the full development of this Institute is likely to take some 
time, the Government of Pakistan has set up a _ Specification 
Revision Committee which has been charged with the task of simplify- 
ing, unifying and rationalizing the standards in use, bearing in mind 
the state and development of industry in Pakistan, the need for this 
development and to facilitate the purchase of products both by the 
Government Departments and the public

German Trade and Payments 
Agreements 


THE following details are available of trade and payments agree- 
ments between Western Germany and Portugal, Poland, Brazil 
and Mexico :— 


Portugal 


PAYMENTS AND Commercial and Navigation Agreements be- 
tween Portugal and Western Germany were signed in Frankfurt 
on August 24, 1950. The Agreements are effective for one year from 
date of signature, and will be automatically prolonged, unless three 
months’ notice of suspension is given. 


Payments will be effected through special dollar accounts opened 
by the Banco de Portugal and the Bank Deutscher Lander although 
actual payment will be made in the local currency of the creditor. 


The Commercial and Navigation Agreement provides for most- 
favoured-nation treatment in respect of customs formalities, import 
prohibitions and relaxations, etc. 


Schedules attached to this Agreement provide for the export from 
Portugal to Germany of agricultural products, sardines, wines and 
spirits, pyrites and wool, Timber will also be exported to Germany 
from the Portuguese colonies. German exports to Portugal and her 
colonies will include iron, steel and non-ferrous metal manufactures, 
electrical and non-electrical machinery, automobiles and motor 
cycles, cameras and optical products, chemical products, textiles, 
leather and glassware. Germany will temporarily prohibit the im- 
portation from Portugal of certain vegetable and animal oils, waste 
textiles and some non-ferrous metals. A list is also given of goods 
the import of which into Portugal is prohibited. The prohibitions 
are similar to those imposed on exports from this country.

Poland 


THE TEXT of agreed minutes of the discussion held by a Mixed 
Commission in accordance with the terms of the trade agreement 
between Western Germany and Poland, concluded on June 30, 1949, 
was published in the German Bundesanzeiger on October 20, 1950.

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Censorship of Children’s Books and 
Papers in Portugal 


H's MAJESTY’S Representative in Lisbon reports that a series 

of instructions have been published by the Portuguese Directorate 
of Press Censorship, laying down rules for the publication and 
circulation of juvenile and children’s literature. These instructions 
may be summarized as follows :— 

No juvenile or children’s literature, whether foreign or Portuguese, 
may be placed on sale without the previous permission of a censorship 
committee which will shortly be nominated 

All such literature, both in text and illustration, must exclude scenes 
of excessive violence or horror or matter likely to frighten or de- 
moralize the young, except when such scenes refer to historical 
events. 

Certain rules are laid down as regards size of print, spacing and 
juxtaposition of colours. 

In all children’s periodicals published in Portugal, the Portuguese 
content (both text and illustrations) must be 75 per cent. and all 
foreign material incorporated must show its origin. Importation 
(both for sale and free distribution) of foreign publications and export 
of local publications which contravene these rules is prohibited, and 
infractions will be punished with a maximum fine of 10 contos or 
temporary closing of the printing press. (1 conto = £12 10s. Od. 
approx.) 

It is understood that these or similar instructions have been in 
force for some months, and that they do not therefore mean any 
radical change in normal procedure. 


Anglo-Norwegian Monetary Agreement 
A NEW monetary agreement between the governments of the United 
Kingdom and Norway was signed in London iast Monday. — 
new agreement replaces the Anglo-Norwegian Monetary 
of November 8, 1945, and the Supplementary Agreements of July 9, 
1948, and March 31, 1949. It will be published as a White Paper in 
due course. 


Tourist Travel to Switzerland and 


Liechtenstein 
IT IS announced by the Treasury that the restriction on the total 
amount of currency available for tourist travel to Switzerland and 
Liechtenstein has now been removed. 

Applications to obtain the basic travel allowances of £50 (£35 for 
children under 15) should now be made direct to a bank or travel 
agent in the same way as for travel to other O.E.E.C. countries. It 
is no longer necessary to apply to the Authorization Office for Travel 
to Switzerland. 


Trade Agreement Between Finland and Norway 
A TRADE AGREEMENT between Finland and Norway was 
signed in Helsinki on October 11, to cover the period November 1, 
1950, to October 31, 1951. 

During the period covered by the Agreement trade is expected to 
reach about £1-9 million in each direction. Finnish imports will 
include industrial raw materials, aluminium, nitrate of lime, sulphur, 
titanium white and pig iron. Norwegian imports will include pulp- 
wood, plywood, textile products, pottery and chinaware and 
machinery. 


Mexico-Czechoslovakia Payments Agreement 
ACCORDING to the official Czechoslovak Press Bureau (C.T.K.) 
a new Payments Agreement between Czechoslovakia and Mexico was 
concluded on October 20, 1950, in Prague. 


Token Exports to France

Indian Import Control Regulations 


HE Board of Trade have received the following information about 
Indian import control regulations :— 


Open General Licence No XX (see Board of Trade Journal of 
August 26, 1950, and subsequent notices). 

1. In Schedule ‘‘ A’ to the Open General Licence, the following 
items have been amended :— 

(a) Part IV Serial No. 109. For the word “ Penicillin,’’ the 
words ‘‘ Penicillin and preparations thereof ’’ have been substituted. 
(No. 41-1.T.C./50 of September 28, 1950.) 

(b) Part I Serial No. 41. For the existing entry, the following has 
been substituted :—‘‘ Copper, wrought in the following forms, viz., 
strip, tape, foil, highly polished sheets specially prepared for making 
process blocks, lithographic sheet and copper perforated sheet.’’ 
Goods excluded from Open General Licence No, XX by this amend- 
ment were, however, deemed to be covered by that Open General 
Licence provided they were despatched on through consignment to 
India on or before October 15. (No. 42-1.T.C./50 of September 28, 
1950.) 


2. For proviso (1) to Open General Licence No. XX the following 
has been subsitituted :—

Chemicals 

TELEGRAPHIC advice has been received that a public Notice has 
been issued by the Indian Ministry of Commerce on October 24, 
1950, concerning the licensing of certain chemicals during the 
July- ‘December 1950 licensing period. The effect of this Notice 
is that no licences will be issued for sodium bromide and potassium 
bromide falling under Serial No. 22 or 31 of Part V of the Import 
Trade Control Schedule. 


Cotton Thread P 
TELEGRAPHIC advice has been received that according to an 
Indian Ministry of Commerce Public Notice of October 30, 1950, 
licences will be issued to established importers in the period July 
to December, 1950, for import from soft currency countries of (a) 
cotton thread, other than sewing or darning thread (Serial No. 179 of 
Part IV of the Indian I.T.C. Schedule) on the basis of a quota of 
140 per cent. of half the best years imports from all sources, and (b) 
cotton sewing thread (Serial No. 181) on the basis of a quota of 90 
per cent. of half the best year’s imports of both cotton sewing thread 
(Serial No. 181) and cotton darning thread (Serial No. 182) from all 
sources. ‘This special quota of 90 per cent. will be granted over and 
above the quota of 50 per cent. already announced (see Board of 
Trade Journal of July 1, 1950). 

Applications should reach the licensing authorities not later than 
November 30, 1950. 


Invoices for Exports to the Philippine 
Republic 


THE attention of exporters to the Philippines is drawn to the fact 
that Purchase Tax payable in the United Kingdom should not be 
shown in any way on invoices for exports to the Philippines. Such 
tax is not considered by the Philippine Customs Authorities as part 
of the Home Market Value for the assessment of import duty. In 
spite of this fact, however, if the tax appears on the invoice it some- 
times transpires that duty on a value which includes such tax is 
erroneously charged with subsequent trouble in obtaining a refund. 
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Indian Tariff Board 


HE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner in New Delhi 

has forwarded the following Resolution giving the Government 
of India’s decisions on the Tariff Board’s Recommendations on the 
Liver Extract Industry :-— 

From the Gazette of India of August 12, 1950 :— 

No. 8(8)-T.B./s0, Liver Extract Industry. The claim of the 
liver extract industry for protection or assistance was referred to the 
Tariff Board for investigation and report in May 1949. The Board 
has submitted its report. The scope of the enquiry includes oral 
and injectible liver extracts and their compounds. 

The Board’s recommendations are as follows :— 

1. There is no case for protection to the liver extract industry, the 
fair selling prices of the indigenous products being appreciably 
below the landed costs, ex-duty, of comparable imports. 

. Licences for imports of such vitamins as are required for the 
preparation of liver extract compounds should be liberally 
granted. 

. The inspection of liver extract factories under the Drugs Control 
Act should be more systematic so as to ensure that the B.P. 
Standards are strictly adhered to by the manufacturers and that 
proper hygienic conditions are maintained throughout the 
manufacturing process. 

. Samples of liver extract produced by the different manufacturers 
should be collected by the inspectors and forwarded to the 
Haematological units for chemical tests. A few more Haemato- 
logical units should be established at an early date in order to 
test the products of all the manufacturers at frequent intervals. 

. The Ministry of Health, Government of India, should draw 
up a list of approved manufacturers and encourage the use of 
their products in the Government hospitals throughout the 
country. 

. The municipalities concerned should maintain proper hygienic 
conditions and examine the possibility of providing cold storage 
facilities at the slaughter houses from which raw liver is supplied 
for the liver extract industry. 

Government accept recommendation (1) and also the other re- 
commendations in principle and steps will be taken to give effect to 
them as far as possible. Recommendation (6) will also be brought to 
the notice of the State concerned. 


Indian Tariff Changes 


Export Duty on Jute Hessians. The Government of India has 
increased (with effect from October 22, 1950) the export duty on jute 
hessians from Rs. 350 to Rs. 750 per ton, it is reported by telegram 
from Delhi. 

Import Duties on Grapes and Pomegranates. Indian Customs 
Notification S.R.O. 707, of October 7, 1950, exempts fresh grapes and 
pomegranates from so much of the import duty leviable thereon as 
is in excess of 25 per cent. ad valorem. 


Pakistan Financial Negotiations 


HE arrangements agreed between His Majesty’s Government 
and the Government of Pakistan on July 27 last (see Command 
Paper 8008) regarding drawings on Pakistan’s sterling balances 


during the year ending June 30, 1951, were recently reviewed. In 
that Agreement it was contemplated that supplementary transfers 
might be found to be necessary by the end of September 1950, for 
the purpose of meeting Pakistan’s requirements for foreign exchange, 
and His Majesty’s Government agreed to consider such a request 
if it were made. It has now been agreed that additional transfers of 
£24 million may be made to cover Pakistan’s requirements up to the 
end of December i950, when the matter will again be reviewed between 
the two Governments. 


Pakistan Protective Duties Bill 


A COPY of the Protective Duties Bill, 1950, which has been passed 
by the Pakistan Constituent Assembly has been received. 

This Bill gives the Government power to impose by executive 
action additional duties in accordance with any recommendations 
which may be made by the Tariff Board, pending necessary 
legislation.

THE BOARD OF TRADE has received a copy of a Notice to 
Shippers No. 107, issued by the United States Embassy in London 
on September 21, 1950, which is reproduced below :— 


Treasury Request for Manufacturers’ Catalogues and Price Lists 


In order to facilitate the appraisement of merchandise by United 
States Customs officials, all manufacturers and shippers who export 
goods to the United States are requested to forward direct to the 
Treasury Attache, 1 Grosvenor Square, London, W.1, five copies each 
of current price lists (and catalogues) applicable to sales in the domestic 
market and for export to the United States. It is also requested that 
the Treasury Attache be informed of any changes in these price lists 
as they occur. In case shippers do not issue price lists, it is suggested 
that current sales prices or quotations at the time of exportation be 
furnished to the Treasury Attache. 

In submitting such information, please state : 

(1) The date the new prices, discounts, terms, etc., became effective. 

(2) Whether these prices apply to home market sales, or to sales 
for exportation to the United States, or both. 

(3) Whether these prices are freely offered to all purchases or are 
restricted to certain classes of purchases, e.g. wholesalers, 
retailers, an exclusive agent or distributor, etc. 

(4) What charges are included in the selling prices, e.g. packing, 
containers, delivery, etc. 

This information will be promptly forwarded to the customs 
authorities in the United States and will usually afford sufficient 
information for immediate appraisal, avoiding delays in customs 
clearance, the filing of special bonds, and special inquiries.

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United States Tariff Classification 


UNITED STATES Treasury Decision (T.D. 52536), published 
August 17, announces that sheets of wood, regardless of thick- 
ness, quality, or intended use, produced by the rotary cutting or the 
slicing of logs or flitches, and sheets of wood, up to but not exceeding 
} inch in thickness, produced by sawing and of a type used to overlay 
inferior material, are commercially known and dealt in in the United 
States as veneers of wood and are so classifiable under Paragraph 405, 
Tariff Act of 1930, as modified. ‘Therefore, sheets of wood produced 
by rotary cutting for use as core stock in making plywood are dutiable 
as veneers of wood at the rate of 10 per cent. under that paragraph, 
as modified, regardless of their thickness and even though unsuited 
for use as face sheets. 


In some cases this ruling may result in the assessment of duty at 
a higher rate than has heretofore been assessed under a uniform and 
established practice.

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Australian Sales Tax Amendments 


HE FOLLOWING amendments to the Australian Sales Tax, 

operating on and from October 13, 1950, have been forwarded 

to the Board of Trade by the Resident Minister for Australia 
in London :— 


New Exemptions

the provisions of Decree No. 19514 of September 18, 1950, 
additional merchandise at present lying in the Customs House in 
Buenos Aires, having arrived in Argentina not covered by prior 
exchange permits, are to be expropriated subject to a decision by the 
Ministry of Economy as to the utility of the goods in question. 

The Decree is regarded as a further attempt to clear up the port 
area which is congested with goods some of which have been lying 
for very long periods. 

It is assumed that the goods will be cleared on permits issued by the 
Argentine Central Bank, not entailing the use of foreign exchange. 
(Attention is drawn to the notice on the above subject which appeared 
in the Board of Trade Fournal of June 24, 1950 (page 1335).) 


Imports of Calcinated Dolomite (Fire Clay) 


The Argentine Ministry of Industry and Commerce have published 
a Decree No. 19265 of September 13, declaring Calcinated dolomite 
(Tariff item 2109) to be of national interest. 

Authority has been given to the above-named Ministry to fix, 
during a period of at least two years, import quotas for calcinated 
dolomite whenever the local industry requires supplies of basic 


refractory materials.

Suspension of Customs Duty on Corrugated Steel Sheets

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New Turkish Import and Export Regulations 


HE Turkish Minister of Economy and Commerce has issued 

Decrees Nos. 3/11704 and 3/11910 introducing changes in the 

Turkish import and export regulations on which Turkey’s 
foreign trade will in future be based. 

To the Decrees are annexed five lists of exportable and importable 
products as follows :— 

List No. 1.—Turkish goods which may be exported without 
the authorization of the Ministry of Economy and Commerce to 
countries with which Turkey has a trade and payments agreement, 
or against payment in convertible currency or sterling, or against a 
currency acceptable by the Turkish Central Bank. 

List No. 2.—Turkish goods whose export is still subject to the 
authorization of the Ministry of Economy and Commerce. 

List No. 3.—Turkish goods included in List No. 1 the foreign 
exchange earnings from which the exporter may—within a period 
of six months—use for imports on his own account. 

List No. 4.—This divides the existing list of permitted imports 
into Turkey into four categories (A, B, C, D) instead of the previous 
three categories of essentiality. 

List No. 5.—This is a list of goods which may only be imported 
by the use of foreign exchange earned from the export of goods 
included in List No. 3 or with foreign currencies which would be 
eligible for repatriation under deblocking arrangements. 
Liberalization Measures 

In accordance with the provisions of the European Payments 
union fer the “ liberalization’? of trade, all goods included in 
Section A of List No. 4 have now been freed from quantitative 
import restrictions and may be imported without import licences. 

We give below a translation of Sections A and B of List No. 4. 
It is hoped to publish Sections C and D in next week’s Board of 
Trade Journal.

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New Regulations Governing Payment 
for Imports into Spain 


S announced in the Board of Trade Journal of November 4, 1950 

(page 684), all existing special rates of exchange for imports into 
Spain were cancelled by a Ministerial Order of October 18, 1950, 
published on October 22, 1950, and a new system for obtaining 
foreign currency for the payment of imports was introduced. 


The new Order provides that a proportion of the currency required 
for essential imports, according to certain categories shown below, 
must in future be purchased from the Spanish Institute of Foreign 
Exchange at special exchange rates varying from 45-99 to 61°32 
pesetas to the £ sterling, the balance, where applicable, being bought 
by the importer on the free market. All foreign exchange required 
for non-essential goods must be obtained on the free market.

New Ad Valorem Import Tax 


in Peru 


NDER Peruvian Law No. 11495 of September 22, 1950, the ad 

valorem tax of 1 per cent. on imports, allotted to the Ministry 
of Marine for the purpose of acquiring naval vessels, is increased to 
2 per cent. 

The effect of this law is to introduce a further 1 per cent. charge in 
addition to the consolidated ad valorem charges laid down under

Criteria for Previous Licences 


THE Brazilian Consultative Commission for Commercial Exchanges 
with Foreign countries have established the following criteria for 
imports :

Radio parts and accessories : to stipulate, as a basis for 
established criteria that the Export and ‘Import Bureau shall 
licence two distinct quotas in favour of those firms which combine 
assembly and resale. 
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Import and Exchange Control 
Modifications in Chile 


H's MAJESTY’S AMBASSADOR in Santiago has reported 
certain minor modifications to the Chilean foreign trade regulations 
which have been published by the Chilean Chambers of Commerce. 


Imports authorized on credit or C.A.D. terms, as opposed to 
irrevocable letters of credit, may now be shipped within 90 days of 
the issue of the licence, instead of 60 days as originally stipulated. 

A further modification provides that Banks may remit foreign 
exchange immediately on opening letters of credit when the amounts 
involved do not exceed £500 or U.S. $1,500. The previous limit was 
£100 or U.S. $300. 

A previous reference to credit regulations was published in the 
Board of Trade Journal of August 19, 1950, page 421. 


H.M. Ambassador has also forwarded a translation of Decree No. 
6,619, dated July 28, 1950, and published in the Diario Official of 
September 11, which provides for a list of further articles to be 
imported at the preferential exchange rates of Ch. $31 and Ch. $43 
to the United States dollar.

Newsprint—Exchange Rate Modification 


A TRANSLATION of Decree No. 7080, published in the Chilean 
Diario Oficial of October 7, 1950, announces an amendment to the 
exchange rate to be applied to imports of newsprint. 

Decree No. 6501 (see Board of Trade Journal of September 15, 
1950, page 539) provided for the exchange quota of United States 
$2 million, allocated to newsprint imports in the 1950 Exchange 
Budget, to be paid for at Ch. $50 to the United States dollar, instead 
of at Ch. $31, as previously. The present Decree restores this 
commodity once again to the Ch. $31 rate.

Import and Exchange Control Regulations (Gold Law)

for manufacturers of gramophone records. 


Exchange Control Regulations 
THE maximum amount to which banks may remit without prior 
authority of the Chilean Exchange Control on opening letters of 
credit has now been raised to £1,000, or United States $2,500. 
Credits for larger amounts can only be opened after reference to the 
Exchange Control, and must be financed out of the Bank’s own 
foreign exchange resources. 

In a further circular to the Banks, dated October 7, 1950, the 
Exchange Control Board has given them permission to extend the 
maturity dates of credits opened or to be opened, to periods beyond 
December 31, 1950, without the Board’s special authorization.

Importation of Wool Yarns into Greece 


DECISION No. 168738, dated October 14, 1950, of the Greek 
Ministry of National Economy, provides for the importation of single, 
unbleached, bleached and coloured carded woollen yarns exclusively 
by subsidiary wool knitting and weaving industries (i.e. not by spin- 
ners) from countries participating in the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation, by the establishment of credits direct through 
the Bank of Greece. 

The types of yarns to be imported are confined to tariff item No. 234 
(woollen yarn, single, pure or mixed with other textile materials, 
except silk) and the nambers of the yarns are restricted to Nos. 1/18’s, 
i.e. yarns produced from wool, wool for tops and tops of qualities 
up to and including 58’s.

MR. PERCY CHARNAUD’S SPEECH 


Tue TurrTieTH ORDINARY GENERAL MEETING of the Royal 
Sovereign Pencil Company, Ltd., was held on October 31 at the 
registered office, Neasden, London, N.W., Mr. Percy Charnaud 
(chairman and managing director) presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. A. R. Somers Cox) read the notice con- 
vening the meeting and Mr. E. Honeyman Brown, of Messrs. 
Barratt, Brown & Co. read the report of the auditors. 

The Chairman, after dealing with the accounts, said :— 

The demand for our products at home and from overseas continues 
to exceed production, the expansion of which is limited, due mainly 
to the shortage of some raw materials and the poor quality of others. 
The outlook for improvement in this direction remains obscure. 


The devaluation of sterling has been of no benefit to our industry, 
for we have now to pay appreciably more for our raw materials and 
we have still the greatest difficulty in exporting to hard currency 
countries owing to the prohibitive tariffs imposed by them on the 
import of pencils. 


Imports From GERMANY 


It has recently been announced that all restrictions have now | 


been lifted on the imports of pencils from Germany. That 
country has always been this industry’s chief competitor, and its 
competition now threatens to be far more severe than in the past, for 
apart from the advantages the Germans have in respect of lower 
wages, lower taxation, longer working hours, the British industry is 
not permitted, in making pencils for the home market, to use the 


most suitable pencil wood as this comes from the U.S.A., while no 


such restriction is applied to imported pencils. 


We do not fear fair competition, but to restrict us to the use for the 
home market of raw materials inferior to those which our foreign | 


competitors are permitted to use, and are using in competition against 
us, places us at a great disadvantage. 


Neep For Frrm Home Market 


It is an accepted fact that to compete successfully in overseas 
markets an industry must have a sound and firm footing in its home 


market. Therefore, such a policy which undermines an industry’s | 


home sales must adversely affect its export trade, and finally result 


in reducing production and in reducing employment. In face of the | 
pressure that is constantly being brought on manufacturers to increase 
export sales and production, the application of such a policy to an | 


industry is difficult to understand. 
Representations have been made to the proper authorities to have 
this unfair handicap removed, but so far these have not borne fruit. 
Production in the factories is proceeding smoothly and efficiently 
and I am glad of this opportunity to express to our managers and all 
our employees in Wales, Australia and London our great appreciation 
of their loyal support and co-operation.

Chicago International Food 
Exposition 


THE BOARD of Trade learns that the United States Department 

of Commerce and the Economic Co-operation Administration have 
been officially advised by the General Council of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Grocers that an International Food Exposition will be 
held in the Navy Pier, Chicago, Illinois, from June 9 to 15, 1951. 
This Exposition will cover not only food and food products, but also 
a large variety of items sold in grocery stores and products which 
grocers find useful in the operation of their stores. 

The National Association of Retail Grocers is one of the United 
States of America’s oldest and largest trade associations. It is the 
recognized national spokesman for the nation’s 375,000 independent 
retail grocers who last year did a total business of approximately 
$20 billion. These independent grocers have facilities to serve the 
food requirements of 100 million persons in the United States. The 
Association has almost 600 state and local associations of food retailers 
affiliated with it in every state and section of the country. The 
national headquarters of the Association is at 360 North Michigan 
Avenue, Chicago, 1, Illinois. 

Customs legislation similar to that approved for the Chicago 
International Trade Fair has been introduced into the House of 
Representatives by Congressman Sabbath of Illinois. The Associa- 
tion is going to conduct that part of the Exposition devoted to foreign 
exhibits and exhibitors through a separate corporation to be called the 
International Food Exposition, Incorporated. This organization is 
to be entirely financed and controlled by the Association, and will 
be a non-profit corporation under the laws of Illinois. 

This Exposition will undoubtedly be of considerable interest to 
United Kingdom firms producing special food products which appeal 
to the American taste. In addition it should provide an excellent 
opportunity for British manufacturers of specialized equipment for 
use in grocery stores, such as scales, meat cutting implements, food 
handling products and so on, to demonstrate their goods to American 
trade buyers.
